which will 
be fro 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. in 
the K-State Student Union 
Ballroom. 

Mankiller's address, 
titled "It's Hard to See the 
Future with Tears in Your 
Eyes: The Way Forward for 
Indigenous People," will 
begin at 10 a.m. 

The theme of the sum- 
mit is "Today's American 
Indian: Grounded in Tra- 
dition, while Reaching for 
the Future." 

Two other panels also 
will be included through- 
out the day. Myra Gordon, 
associate provost for di- 
versity and dual career de- 
velopment, said the panels 
will discuss American Indi- 
an first-hand experiences, 
challenges and aspirations. 
There also will be discus- 
sion on issues that con- 
cern American Indians the 
most. 

"I feel this is a way to 
work on diversity and cul- 
tural issues on campus," 
Gordon said. "I believe it is 
important and critical for 
us to learn more about Na- 
tive Americans." 

Mankiller will also 
speak to various classes 
in the College of Architec- 
ture, Planning and Design's

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Tuition freeze possible in midst of economic woes

The Kansas Board of Re- 
gents has proposed a plan that 
would freeze tuition costs for 
the 2009-10 academic year, 
but it will only be possible if 
budget cuts for higher educa- 
tion do not exceed 7 percent 
and stimulus funding is avail- 
able. 

The plan, proposed on 
March 12, would only affect 
the tuition rates of students 
who are Kansas residents. Kip 
Peterson, director of govern- 
ment relations and communi- 
cations at the Kansas Board of 
Regents, said the tuition freeze 
would assist students in keep- 
ing the tuition rates the same 
as the 2008-09 year. 

However, the plan is con- 
tingent upon a higher edu- 
cation budget cut of no more 
than 7 percent and funding 
provided by the American Re- 
covery and Reinvestment Act, 
Peterson said. 

"It is never truly desirable 
to say we are pleased with a 
budget cut, but in light of to- 



day's extraordinary fiscal chal- 
lenges, and as a result of the 
careful planning undertaken 
over the past six months, the 
state's higher education system 
is prepared to absorb a 7 per- 
cent budget cut in Fiscal Year 
2010," said Donna Shank, 
chair of the Kansas Board of 
Regents. 

The Board's plan also 
provides funding for deferred 
campus maintenance projects 
like roof repair and window 
replacements. 

"There is a great need for 
that at K-State," said Bruce 
Shubert, vice president of ad- 
ministration and finance. 

Funding for deferred 
maintenance projects comes 
from the American Recov- 
ery and Reinvestment Act, the 
stimulus bill signed into law 
by President Barack Obama 
on Feb. 17. A portion of money 
from the bill has been allocat- 
ed to the State Fiscal Stabiliza- 
tion Fund to be used for educa- 
tion expenditures. 

According to a press re- 
lease issued by the Kansas 
Board of Regents, $9.6 million

in federal stimulus funds would 
be allocated to deferred main- 
tenance projects in Fiscal Year 
2009. In FY 2010, $40 mil- 
lion in federal stimulus funds 
would be allocated to deferred 



maintenance projects and tu- 
ition cost mitigation, which 
would allow for a one-year tu- 
ition freeze.

"From entertain- 
ment to food, it's a long pro- 
cess, and we started all the 
way back in August.

According to the Cancer 
Society's Web site, "The event 
symbolizes the hope that peo- 
ple lost to cancer will never be 
forgotten, that those who face 
the disease have support and 
that one day cancer will be

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Student Senate says goodbye to retiring members Thursday night

Student Senate held 
its annual turnover meeting 
Thursday night, when sena- 
tors voted on final legislation 
for the 2008-09 school year 
and took time to say goodbye 
to retiring members of the 
Student Governing Associa- 
tion. 

Legislation ranged from 
an allocation of $135 for the 
Native American Student As- 
sociation to a final allocation 
of $45,000 to be spent by 11 



academic teams. 

After final action, fare- 
well speeches began. One key 
focus of student speeches was 
Senate Chair Amy Schultz's 
dedicated service to SGA. 

"I had an interview last 
week, and they asked me 
what leader I admired the 
most," said Lydia Peele. "I 
thought of some of the greats 
- Abraham Lincoln and the 
like - but they didn't seem 
right. Then I realized the an- 
swer was right in front of me 
the whole time: a leader who 
strives for better each day, a 



leader who makes me strive 
for better, and of course, I 
mean Amy Schultz." 

Austin Wilhoit, senior in 
history, also expressed words 
of respect for Schultz. 

"Amy Schultz is the 
hardest working person I 
know, and I've stood next 
to generals, so that's saying 
something," he said. 

Schultz left the meet- 
ing several times throughout 
the evening, before giving her 
farewell speech. 

"I know a lot of people 
have talked about how lit- 



tle sleep I get," she said. "I 
had a wake-up call recently. 
Sleeping too little, not getting 
three meals a day and being 
stressed out all the time is no 
way to live. Go walk across 
campus and smell the flow- 
ers and spend time with your 
friends. Be motivated, but 
don't forget to enjoy your 
life." 

Another favorite was the 
bravery of George Weston, 
graduate student in sociol- 
ogy, who often opposed the 
majority of the senate on var- 
ious issues. 



Mark Andre, fifth-year 
student in architecture, ap- 
plauded Weston's courage. 

"We haven't always 
agreed - well, we've hard- 
ly ever agreed - but I respect 
your ability to always speak 
your mind," Andre said to 
Weston. 

Many speakers pointed 
out the importance of oppos- 
ing opinions on the debate 
floor. 

Of course, senators also 
said goodbye to Student 
Body President Lydia Peele. 

"I put off writing my 



speech until the last min- 
utes," Schultz said. "The real 
reason is I didn't want to say 
goodbye to Lydia. You've 
been a true role model to the 
women of SGA. Manhattan 
will not be the same without 
you." 

After a 15-minute break, 
the first meeting of the 2009- 
10 year began. 

New senators were 
sworn in, and Dalton Hen- 
ry and Wayne Stoskopf took 
their oaths of office as stu- 
dent body president and vice 
president, respectively. 



Panel discusses religious diversity, tolerance at K- State

Panelists answered questions and expressed their 
personal beliefs during a panel on religion from noon 
to 1 p.m. Thursday in the K-State Student Union Court- 
yard. 

Union Program Council sponsored the event as part 
of Inclusion Week - a week-long celebration of diversity 
and culture on campus. 

Each of the nine panelists gave a brief history and 
explanation of their respective spiritual beliefs, while 
also discussing how they came to their beliefs. 

Some of the discussion included how each person 
views life after death, who or what each believes to be a 
higher power, free will, hell and how science plays into 
faith. 

Panelists included Alley Stoughton, Unitarian repre- 
sentative; Suveyda Karakaya, Islam representative; Zoe 
Zhou, Buddhist representative; Sterling Knapp, Mor- 
mon representative; David Cohen, Jewish representative; 
Ryan Edick and Cary McCall, Christian representatives; 
and Jessica Ice and Ryan Allen, atheist representatives. 

After each representative gave a brief speech about 
their respective spirituality, audience members were giv- 
en the opportunity to write questions for the panel to an- 
swer. 

One of the questions asked if the panelists felt the In- 
state community is open and accepting of religious di- 
versity and moral beliefs. 

While many thought K- State was "pretty tolerant 
and accepting," Ice said she thought the campus was not 
accepting of atheist beliefs. 

"As we can see from the chalking done a month ago, 
I simply asked Tf you don't believe in God, come to our 
meeting,'" Ice said. "There was outrage on the campus. I 
found it kind of sad that someone is so afraid of my lack 
of belief that they should be cruel or mean." 

Knapp said in any community there will always be 
people who are not accepting and believes K-State over- 
all is "very accepting." 

"Most people don't believe the same things as [Bud- 
dhists] do, but they've been very tolerant as far as I'm 
concerned," he said.

McCall said the university, just like anywhere else, 
has people who are very tolerant and understanding as 
well as negative and narrow-minded. 

"With something like the chalking with the Individ- 
uals for Freethought, they found themselves in conflict 
with people who unfortunately were very close-minded 
and unaccepting and who hopefully learned lessons out 
of it," McCall said. "We have a broad mix of people [at 



K-State], and hopefully the goal is to be understanding 
of each other and tolerant in a way we can understand 
each other without compromising who we are and what 
we believe." 

Cohen said he believes K-State has improved and 
become much more tolerant than in past years. 

"I think when people know we're here, they're pret- 
ty accepting," Cohen said.

Satire important to citizen journalism

After years spent shamefully 
addicted to satirical cable news, I 
found a study by Annenberg Elec- 
tion Survey that confirmed viewers 
of "The Daily Show" know more 
about current events than people 
who read newspapers and watch 
broadcast news. 

We don't have to be ashamed 
anymore, masked news viewers, 
Jon Stewart is here to repair years 
of rational undoing! It's high time 



we acknowledge the backward 
thinking that masked reporting un- 
popular news and asking uncom- 
fortable questions as satire. 

Stewart has never called him- 
self a journalist and refers to "The 
Daily Show," which he produces, as 
a political cartoon of sorts. Howev- 
er, he meets the newly loosened re- 
quirements for being a journalist 
as well. He disseminates informa- 
tion audiences do not get anywhere 
else, which does not mean that the 
information is not out there, but 
viewers do not know where to look 
for angles they do not know about. 

The beauty of "The Daily 
Show" is that it applauds people 
who analyze and question the ac- 
tions of public figures, just like pro- 
fessional reporters are supposed to 
do. Unfortunately, Stewart does not 
think we're doing our jobs. 

He put that sentiment plain- 
ly with an anecdote while doing an 
interview on C-SPAN in 2004. 



"When you go to a zoo and 
see a monkey throw poop, you say, 
That's what monkeys do.' What 
I wish the media would say more 
frequently is, 'Bad monkey.'" 

Stewart has been calling out 
bad people for a very long time. 
And he calls them out in a respon- 
sible manner and gives them fair 
opportunities to defend themselves 
and own up to their actions, which 
when Stewart points them out, be- 
come incredibly clear. "How did I 
not see that coming?" I've asked 
myself a hundred times watching 
his show. 

His recent attack on CNBC's 
Jim Cramer, the flamboyant host 
and go-to money expert of "Mad 
Money," was nothing short of spec- 
tacular. Stewart had him by the 
throat, demanding to know why 
Cramer had chosen to withhold 
his insight into the impending eco- 
nomic crash. Cramer's misdeeds 
run much deeper than that, but 



Stewart was professional enough to 
qualify that Cramer was not who 
he was specifically angry at, but the 
whole slew of people who knew 
what Americans were eventually 
going to suffer and did not want to 
tell us. 

"Let's get rid of the expertise 
and 'In Cramer We Trust' and get 
back to the basics of journalism," 
Stewart said, accusing CNBC for 
shaddy journalism and Cramer for 
drinking the Kool-Aid. 

Until we as journalists, experts, 
or curious citizens start question- 
ing the motives behind corporate 
and political actions as well as this 
talk-show host does, we shouldn't 
be satisfied with the typical evening 
news.

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Sleep key ingredient to health 

Getting a good night's rest can improve grades, moods 



In the life of a college student, many 
commitments and priorities compete for 
time and attention. In the meantime, how- 
ever, one crucial aspect of life is often ig- 
nored. College students are infamous for 
their poor sleeping habits, but students 
should think twice before falling into bad 
sleep patterns. Without sleep, studies show 
grades go down and irritability goes up. 

Here are some tips on how to get a 
good night's sleep. 

HOW MUCH SLEEP IS NEEDED: 

-Newborn- 18 months: 10.5-18 hours * 
-18 months-3 years: 12-14 hours" 
-3-5 years: 11-13 hours* 
-5-12 years: 9-11 hours 
-Adolescents: 8.5-9.5 hours 
-Adults: 7-9 hours 
^includes naps

HOW TO FALL ASLEEP: 

-Go to sleep and wake up at the same or 
similar times each day, even on the week- 
ends. 

-Find a consistent, relaxing bedtime routine 
that you like, and start it at least an hour 
before sleep. 

-Sleep in a dark, quiet, comfortable en- 
vironment. That means turn the TV and 
lights off and use a bed and a pillow. 
-Stop eating at least two to three hours be- 
fore going to bed. 

-Don't consume caffeine or alcohol close to 
bedtime. 



-Though it can be hard in a college living 
situation, try to only use the bedroom for 
bedroom activities. Don't turn it into your 
living room.

THE RAPID EYE MOVEMENT CYCLE: 

-Stage 1: Light sleep. This is the time be- 
tween being awake and completely asleep. 
-Stage 2: The beginning of actual sleep. 
Breathing and heart rate become regular, 
and body temperature drops. 
-Stages 3 and 4: Deepest and most useful 
sleep. Blood pressure drops, muscles relax, 
and the body grows new tissue and restores 
damaged tissue. 

-REM. This happens approximately every 
90 minutes after falling asleep, muscles turn 
completely off while the brain becomes 
more active and dreams take place.

A GOOD SLEEP ENVIRONMENT: 

-Turn the heat down at night. Your body 
temperature naturally lowers as you sleep, 
so turning down the heat helps signal to 
your body that it's time for sleep. If you get 
too cold at night, simply add a blanket or 
two to your bed. 

-Keep the room from getting too dry by 
opening a window or using a humidifier. 
Minor annoyances like dry skin or throat 
can become major irritations when trying 
to fall asleep. 

-Establish a consistent noise pattern for 
when you fall asleep. Some people sleep 



best in complete silence. For them, it can be 
helpful to invest in a pair of earplugs. Oth- 
ers like a subtle background noise like a fan 
or quiet music to play throughout the night. 
Whatever it is, pick something that works 
for you and then stick with it. 
-Turn all the lights off. Light makes it hard- 
er for your body to fall into and maintain a 
proper sleep cycle.

THE BEST WAYTO WAKE UP: 

-Don't put your alarm clock right next to 
your bed. If you have to get up to turn off 
the alarm, you will be more likely to stay 
awake after it stops making noise. 
-Turn on the lights. Open the blinds, flip the 
light switch. Any kind of light source will 
help snap your body awake and signal that 
the time to sleep is over. 
-Listen to music. Pump up some jams, espe- 
cially music that makes you want to dance 
to get your blood flowing and motivate you 
to stay awake. 

-Brush your teeth with mint toothpaste or 
pop a mint or piece of gum into your mouth. 
Minty flavors stimulate your brain and get 
you up and running for the day. 
-Promise yourself that as soon as you wake 
up, something good will happen. For in- 
stance, have a delicious breakfast prepared 
the night before so you know you can eat it 
once you wake up.

If you like "West Side Sto- 
ry," you'll enjoy this novel by 
Catherine Ryan Hyde, the 
author of "Pay it Forward." 

Sebastian is a 17-year- 
old living in New York with 
his father, who controls al- 
most everything he does. He 
is home-schooled, has only a 
computer for entertainment 
and has only one friend, 
an older woman named 
Delilah. 

The only time his father 
allows him to even leave the 
apartment is when he goes 
running, so Sebastian sneaks 
out at night to ride the sub- 
way. 

Maria, the other main 
character, is in her early 
twenties and lives with her 
abusive boyfriend, Carl, and 
their two children. To keep 
Carl from realizing she has 
lost her job, she rides the 



subway when she is suppos- 
edly at work. She has lived 
with her boyfriend for seven 
years. 

Sebastian and Maria 
meet on the subway and are 
instantly attracted to each 
other. 

They fall in love after 
meeting each other sever- 
al times and decide to run 
away together to the Mojave 
Desert, where Sebastian's 
grandmother lives. 

The story is written in 
first-person point of view 
and alternates between Se- 
bastian's and Maria's per- 
spectives in each chapter. 
The different voices are very 
realistic. 

Hyde puts the read- 
er inside both characters' 
heads, making it easy to un- 
derstand their motives and 
feelings. 

I really enjoyed Sebas- 
tian's perspective because 
practically everything he ex- 
periences in the story is new 
to him. 

The author does an ex- 
cellent job showing why Ma- 
ria has stayed with Carl for 
so long. For instance, when 
he slaps her after she hides 
the fact that she met Sebas- 
tian, Maria believes she de- 
serves it. 

Most of the second- 
ary characters, especial- 
ly Delilah, Maria's sister, 
Stella, and Sebastian's fa- 



ther have as much personal- 
ity as the two protagonists. 
Delilah gives Sebastian ad- 
vice about love and lets him 
watch movies, including 
"West Side Story." Stella fills 
the same role for Maria. 

Sebastian's father is 
never really a likeable per- 
son, but other characters 
provide insight on why he 
keeps his son so isolated and 
under his control. 

The windmills in the ti- 
tle are in the Mojave Desert, 
near Sebastian's grandmoth- 
er's house. For Sebastian 
and Maria, the windmills 
represent freedom from their 
fear-filled homes. 

The novel is fairly short, 
as it has fewer than 300 pag- 
es. 

Even though events are 
shown twice through both 
Sebastian and Maria's points 
of view, the story is fast- 
paced. 

The ending surprised 
me at first, but, after flipping 
back through the story, I re- 
alized how it had been fore- 
shadowed all along. 

I enjoyed the novel and 
watching Sebastian and Ma- 
ria fall in love, wondering if 
they would end up together 
in the end. If 
you're a fan of "Romeo and 
Juliet," "West Side Story" or 
just a wonderful romance in 
general, then this book has 
been written for you.

Band 
moves 
past punk 
for soft 
sound 




"It's Blitz!" 
Yeah Yeah Yeah's

Three and a half cheers 
for the Yeah Yeah Yeah's 
third album, "It's Blitz!," 
which abandons the group's 
rough-around-the-edges ap- 
proach for a softer and more 
refined collection of electro- 
pop songs. 

Band members Karen O, 
Brian Chase and Nick Zinner 
have come a long way musi- 
cally since their bare-bones 
punk noise-rock debut "Fe- 
ver to Tell" in 2003 and of- 
ten uncomfortable middle of 
the road sophomore album 
"Show Your Bones" in 2006. 

"It's Blitz!" as a title 
seems misleading consider- 
ing this album of primarily 
love songs doesn't pack the 
confrontational in-your-face 
romps about crude sexual 
lust well known on "Fever to 
Tell." 

The discontinuity be- 
tween title and songs indi- 
cates a reinterpretation of 
what the Yeah Yeah Yeahs 
regard as appealing and ear- 
catching music. 

The first single, "Zero," 
opens like an '80s dance 
hit with Karen progressive- 
ly moaning about a loss of 
identity. 

Karen sounds like her 
normal chaotic self on 
dance-floor-worthy track 
"Heads Will Roll," while she 
sounds soft and reserved 
on disco-infused "Dragon 
Queen." 

The album shows influ- 
ences from other alt-rockers. 
"Dull Life" borrows Franz 
Ferdinand-like riffs as 

Karen sings with anguish 
about captivation in an un- 
disclosed location. 

"Shame and Fortune" 
sounds more like Tegan and 
Sarah's high-pitched vocals 
than Karen's yelps and excla- 
mations. 

"Skeletons" and "Soft 
Shock" are both dream-like 
pop songs that build slowly 
with fresh, perfectly blended 
percussion. 

"Hysteric" perfectly 
showcases the sweet side to 
Karen, as her vocals flawless- 
ly fly between sharp staccato 
to breathy whispers in fash- 
ion with 2003 break-out sin- 
gle "Maps." 

But this is only part of 
her ability to make quali- 
ty, and not over the top, love 
songs. 

Even the sparsest of lyr- 
ics convey significant emo- 
tion as Karen sings "Flow 
sweetly, hang heavy / You 
suddenly complete me." 

As a whole, "Blitz!" 
shows that Karen has aban- 
doned disruptive screaming 
for absolutely beautiful bal- 
lad-sounding tones. 

So much of the album 
features Karen's melodies 
over fairly repetitive and soft 
accompaniment that it feels 
like a solo album instead of a 
collective effort. 

Though their overt pres- 
ence is missed, guitarist Zin- 
ner and drummer Chase 
play to augment Karen rath- 
er than ostentatiously show 
their own talent. 

Unfortunately, this 
makes "Blitz!" lack signifi- 
cant contrast that could off- 
set criticism, which is an in- 
dicator that the group has 
gone too soft in giving up its 
punk roots. 

However, by playing to 
Karen's vocal strengths, Zin- 
ner and Chase effectively 
put together a very well-pro- 
duced and focused album.

K-State looks to halt skid against struggling Huskers

The treacherous Big 12 Conference 
schedule continues this weekend for the 
K-State baseball team as it travels to Lincoln, 
Neb., for a three-game series with the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers at Hawks Field at 
Haymarket Park. 

The Cats (21-8, 2-4 Big 12 Conference) 
have been on a mini-skid as of late, dropping 
three straight games, and are 5-5 in their last 
10. The K-State team had only one run in its 
most recent loss, as the Creighton Blue Jays 
defeated the Cats 5-1 at Rosenblatt Stadium. 

Meanwhile, the Huskers (16-10, 4-5 Big 
12) have also suffered lately, dropping four of 
their last five. Both teams sit in the bottom 
third of the Big 12 but are still receiving votes 
in the coaches' poll. The Big 12 has five teams 
in the Top 25 in all rankings. 

Both teams rank in the top half of the 
league in hitting, as the Cats have a team bat- 
ting average of .332, ranking second behind 
Oklahoma. The Huskers sit in fifth with a 



team average of .302. 

However, the Wildcats seem to have a 
distinct advantage when it comes to pitch- 
ing. Despite struggling lately, the Wildcats 
still rank third in team ERA at 4.04. Nebras- 
ka hurlers have really struggled on the bump 
this season with a team ERA of 5.94. 

Individually, K-State has received contri- 
butions from a number of players this season 
at the plate. While no one player has been 
dominant, the lineup has been solid from top 
to bottom. 

Sophomore second baseman Carter Ju- 
rica has been a model of all-around consis- 
tency, ranking in the top five in numerous 
categories in the Big 12. Jurica ranks second 
in batting average (.414), third in hits (46), 
fourth in runs scored (35), and third in stolen 
bases (11). 

Sophomore Jason King ranks third in 
RBI with 34 and fifth in doubles with 10. Se- 
nior Dane Yelovich is three behind the con- 
ference leader in stolen bases with 14 on the 
season. 

On the mound, K-State has been led all 



season by junior star A.J. Morris who will 
look to push his conference-leading win to- 
tal to eight today against the Huskers. Morris 
has paced Big 12 starters all season in wins 
(7), strikeouts (49) and ERA (0.39). Morris 
was recently named a Co-Pitcher of the Week 
in the Big 12 for his work against eighth- 
ranked Baylor. 

Sophomore reliever Thomas Rooke, who 
was named to the National Collegiate Base- 
ball Writers Association Stopper of the Year 
Watch List at the beginning of the season, has 
really come on as of late. Rooke struggled 
early but now leads the team in appearances 
with 13, has lowered his ERA to 3.22 and has 
recorded 32 strikeouts in 22.1 innings this 
year. 

The series starts with a doubleheader on 
Friday with the first game starting at 2 p.m. 
The second game will begin either at 6 p.m. 
or 30 minutes after the conclusion of the first 
game. The series finale will be at 2 p.m. on 
Saturday.

Wildcats head to Oregon for Pepsi Invitational

In the world of track and field, compet- 
ing in Eugene, Ore., is the equivalent of run- 
ning the bases at Fenway Park or playing a 
pickup game at Madison Square Garden. 

The K-State track and field team will get 
to experience that feeling firsthand when the 
Wildcats participate in the Pepsi Invitational 
on Saturday. 

"There's a couple things that are really 
neat and unique about this meet," said head 
coach Cliff Rovelto. "One is it's in Eugene, 
which is referred to as 'the track capital of 
the USA.' There will be probably upwards of 
10,000 people in the stands for a four-team 
meet. The atmosphere is always something 
that we don't experience very often." 

The Oregon Ducks, whose men's team 
captured the NCAA indoor championship in 
March, are listed at No. 3 in the men's and 
women's preseason polls. Other teams com- 
peting in the meet are the Indiana Hoosiers 
and the Utah State Aggies. 

The one-day meet will be team scored, 
with participants receiving points based on 
their performances in individual events. Rov- 
elto said the Wildcats will face tough compe- 
tition. 

"Oregon is a very, very good team," he 
said. "[They have] tremendous depth and ob- 
viously great quality, doing as well as they did 
at the NCAA meet. 

"In terms of where Utah State and Indi- 
ana are ranked, I honestly don't know, but 
Utah State is a strong team in their confer- 
ence, and Indiana also has some very good 
athletes on their team. I think the meet will 
be everything that we want it to be at this

point in time." 

Nearly every member of K-State's squad 
will be competing during the weekend. In 
addition to the meet in Oregon, four Wild- 
cat throwers - juniors James Breeding and 
Ashton Miller, as well as redshirt sophomores 
Josh Mathiasmeier and Kyle Younger - will 
take part in the Emporia State University 
State Farm Relays in Emporia, Kan. Rovelto 
said this weekend will serve as a good oppor- 
tunity for all competitors to get some experi- 
ence early in the outdoor campaign.

"We've got a couple of kids we've had to 
take out of the meet," he said. "Liliani Men- 
dez has got a little thing going on with her 
foot and Nate Brummet had an elbow thing, 
so those are late scratches for us." 

The meet will begin with the men's jave- 
lin and women's hammer throw at 11:20 a.m. 
and will conclude with the men's 1,600-meter 
relay at 2:55 p.m.

Apparently, the Hall of 
Fame can wait. 

The K-State athletic de- 
partment has made entire- 
ly sure that everyone is well 
aware of this. The phrase 
is plastered on billboards 
throughout the entire state and 
seems to be the ideal rallying 
cry for a fan base in complete 
football disarray. However, the 
statement raises an important 
question in my mind: 

Does skepticism have to 
take its place in the waiting line 
right next to the Hall of Fame? 

The amount of blind faith 
that many Wildcat fans shame- 
lessly display for Bill Snyder, 
despite the miraculous turn- 
around that he orchestrated 
during his first coaching stint, 
deeply concerns me. 

A multitude of fans either 
don't realize, or simply refuse 
to accept, that the landscape 
of college football is much dif- 
ferent this time around. It's not 
1989 anymore, which is bad 
news for K-State. 

One of the major staples 
of Bill Snyder's early years in 
Manhattan was being able to 
pick up second- and third-tier 
recruits in Florida and Texas. 
Athletes were remarkably easy 
to land because many were 
passed over by the perennial 
powers in the early 1990s. 

Now the emergence of 
Division I football programs 
at schools like Florida Inter- 
national, Central Florida and 
South Florida is greatly ham- 
pering the recruiting efforts of 
schools like K-State. 

In Texas, the emergence 
of schools like TCU and Texas 
Tech provides extremely attrac- 
tive local opportunities. 

These schools simply were 
not major players in the re- 
cruiting game when Snyder 
first took over. You're kidding 
yourself if you think a majority 
of high school athletes would 
rather journey to Manhattan 
than stay home in the state 
of Florida or Texas to play for 
South Florida or TCU. 

Another major obstacle 
facing Snyder is the emergence 
of the football programs at KU 
and Missouri. Mark Mangi- 
no, a former Snyder assistant, 
is building a monster down the 
road in Lawrence in the exact 
same mold that Snyder once 
used. Gary Pinkel, though it 
took him longer, has also done 
a stellar job of resurrecting the 
Missouri program. Two local ri- 
vals that Snyder used to beat 
like a drum now own the local 
recruiting scene. 

With all of these issues 
staring K-State in the face, an 
extremely adept group of assis- 
tant coaches would seem to be 
a necessity for success. 

Unfortunately for Cat fans, 
Snyder's new staff almost ex- 
actly mirrors the same group 
that was in place for the down- 
fall of his empire in 2004-05. 
Chris Cosh, Dana Dimel, Del 
Miller, Mo Latimore, Joe Bob 
Clements and Michael Smith 
all roamed the sidelines during 
disappointing '04 and '05 cam- 
paigns that produced a mere 
nine combined victories. 

Having said all this, I 
would absolutely love to be 
wrong. Bill Snyder provid- 
ed me with some of the great- 
est childhood memories that I 
have. I simply have my doubts 
the magic can be recaptured.

DOROTHY L. THOMPSON CIVIL RIGHTS LECTURE SERIES 

Washburn professor 
examines Kansas origins 
of affirmative action

About 100 people 
packed the Hemisphere 
Room of Hale Library Thurs- 
day night as Mark Peterson, 
associate professor and de- 
partment chair of political 
science at Washburn Uni- 
versity in Topeka, presented 
a lecture about the origins 
of affirmative action and the 
present state of equal-oppor- 
tunity employment. 

The lecture was the 31st 
presentation in the Dorothy 
L. Thompson Civil Rights 
Lecture Series. The series 
memorializes the contribu- 
tions Thompson made to the 
advancement of civil rights 
at K-State and nationwide. 

Peterson began by de- 
scribing the life of Topeka 
native Arthur Fletcher, who 
is considered the father of 
affirmative action. Peterson, 
who is currently working on 
a biography of Fletcher, said 
he recorded 11 hours of dia- 
logue with him. 

Fletcher passed away in 



July 2005 at the age of 80. 
He served in the Nixon ad- 
ministration as the assistant 
secretary of labor. Fletch- 
er later served as the exec- 
utive director of the United 
Negro College Fund for four 
years. The phrase "A mind 
is a terrible thing to waste" 
was coined during his tenure 
at the UNCF. 

Peterson described his 
interest in affirmative action 
as the result of a chance en- 
counter with Fletcher three 
years before his death. 

He stressed the idea that 
many companies, in an at- 
tempt to support affirmative 
action initiatives, try to hire 
people in a manner that will 
make their work-force di- 
versity more representative 
of the community in which 
the company is based. 

In selecting partici- 
pants for a summer phys- 
ics research program, Larry 
Weaver, professor of physics 
and member of the lecture 
series committee, said he is 
conscious of the diversity of 
his participants. 



"I am trying to be fair, 
recognizing that I have pre- 
existing biases," Weaver 
said. 

Peterson said affirma- 
tive action is now generally 
accepted as good business in 
the work force. 

Following the lecture, 
Peterson fielded questions 
focused on the practical ap- 
plication of and concerns 
about affirmative rights in 
the workplace and univer- 
sity admissions. He denied 
any legitimacy in the claim 
that admitting or hiring mi- 
nority applicants lowers the 
quality of work or dilutes the 
selectivity of the school. 

Peterson said that affir- 
mative action does not re- 
quire hiring or admitting in- 
ferior students or employ- 
ees. 

He went on to say that 
preference to a minority ap- 
plicant is only granted when 
two applicants are compara- 
ble and, most importantly, 
the organization has identi- 
fied a need to better repre- 
sent a particular group.

Though costs can add up quick- 
ly, there are easy ways to save big on 
wedding details. 

CUTTHE GUEST LIST 

The largest costs of a wedding 
are food and alcohol. The easiest way 
to cut back on these is to shorten the 
guest list.

Choice of wedding photographer depends on style, finances

On the verge of the summer wedding 
season, many young, engaged couples are 
planning their perfect wedding day. They 
envision colorful flowers, an exuberant 
band, joyous relatives and the smile on 
each other's face when they say, "I do." 

These are moments couples want to 
capture for their children and grandchil- 
dren. The best way to ensure every can- 
did moment is caught on film is to select a 
wedding photographer that understands 
the couple's preferences and individual- 
ized ideas. 

Tom Park, junior in economics, said 
he understands couples want personal- 
ized attention from their wedding pho- 
tographer. 

Park is a photographer who spe- 
cializes in fine art but has been shooting 
weddings for the past two years. He start- 
ed taking photos for friends and family 
members but has been expanding his cli- 
ent list. 

Park said as a photographer, he at- 
tempts to provide couples with pictures 
that capture wedding moments at their 
essence. He focuses on what his clients 
like or think is creative. He said he en- 



courages couples to think about what 
type of photograph they want sitting on 
their mantle for the rest of their lives. 

"You are not going to remember what 
you ate or all the people that were there, 
but you will always have your photo- 
graphs," Park said. 

Park said there are three different 
topics couples should think about when 
selecting a wedding photographer. First, 
he advises looking at the photographer's 
past wedding photographs and books. 
This allows couples to get an idea of the 
style and personal vision the photogra- 
pher can offer. 

Couples should also choose what 
Park calls a "worry-free photographer." 
They should feel comfortable and secure 
the important moments that they want 
will be captured. Couples should be able 
to enjoy their wedding without worrying 
about the photographs. 

Park said couples should also hire a 
photographer within their financial lim- 
its. Searching for a photographer who is 
flexible with prices and photo packages 
will ultimately save couples extra stress 
and leave more money in their pocket. 

To personalize and continue his re- 
lationship with his clients after the big 
event, Park creates a DVD of the photo- 



graphs from the wedding. He allows them 
to choose their own pictures and help him 
edit and tailor them to their preferences. 

Park said the ultimate goal with ev- 
ery wedding photograph is to tell the cou- 
ple's story. While he admits this can be 
a frustrating and tiring job, Park said he 
appreciates creating lasting memories for 
his clients. 

"I enjoy being able to spend the 
best day of someone's life over and over 
again," Park said. 

Janna Cullop, senior in agricultur- 
al communications and journalism, and 
Matt Splitter, 2008 graduate in agricul- 
tural communications and journalism, 
plan to tie the knot this summer. They 
will be using the photographer who took 
their engagement photos to shoot photos 
at their wedding. 

Cullop said she and Splitter chose to 
continue using the same photographer 
because they felt comfortable with his 
photography techniques and style. 

"Comfort was a big thing, because we 
wanted the pictures to look as natural as 
they could be," Cullop said. 

She said they also were confident 
their photographer would cover all the

Talking to your pastor or priest 
about married life can be awkward, 
especially when it comes to 
discussing sex. But in my experience, 
premarital counseling can be an 
extremely refreshing experience and 
arguably one of the best things for a 
relationship.

However, issues with 
how the stimulus funding can 
be spent might present a prob- 
lem. Shubert said that to his 
understanding, higher educa- 
tion institutions can only use 
the funding from the ARRA 
for deferred maintenance 
projects and not on mitigat- 
ing tuition cost increases. 

"But in this particu- 
lar climate, our base operat- 
ing needs are important," he 
said. 



In the case that budget 
reductions are more than 7 
percent and ARRA funding 
is not available, Shubert said 
that students, faculty and the 
administration have been dis- 
cussing a "modest tuition in- 
crease, such as 4 percent." 

"We cannot consider a 
drastic tuition increase," he 
said, "but there have been no 
final decisions." 

The tuition increase 
would apply for both resident 
and non-resident students.

There will be a universi- 
ty-wide reception for Mankill- 
er at 3 p.m. 

Leslie Hannah, assistant 
dean of academics and assis- 
tant professor of arts, scienc- 
es and business at K-State Sali- 
na, helped bring Mankiller to 
speak at the event. Hannah is 
a Cherokee and member of the 
Sequoyah Commission, a think 
tank that advises the principal 



chief of the Cherokee Nation. 

Hannah said is glad the 
event is happening and thinks 
it is beneficial for the K-State 
community to learn about oth- 
er cultures, especially Native 
Americans. 

"To me, I was a little 
shocked how little students 
seemed to know about indig- 
enous people," he said. "The 
native population is the most 
overlooked, but the culture is 
very much alive." 

Gordon said the summit 



would help the university 
better understand multicultural 
populations and be able to 
serve them better. Hannah said 
he also thinks it is important 
for the K-State community 
and American Indian tribes, 
including those in Kansas, to 
know more about each other. 

"We know little about them 
and they know little about us," 
Hannah said. "If I can't get 
[students] to study native cul- 
tures, I'll bring the culture to 
them."
